“AL ew Vear's, the first duty is hhal piety, 
veneration al the family shrine os prescribed 
2,450 years ago by Confucius,” explained 
FR. Drelell formerly adean at Pomona Col- 
lege in California, where he taught logie sid 
Onental philosophy. 

"People must also please the household 
spirits who dwell in the kitchens. Just before 
Tet they ascend to heaven, to report on the 
family’s behavior tothe Emperorof Jade. Be- 
fore they go, they receive offerings — food, m- 
conse, a food fish —so thal thev'll give o good 
report. That's the influence of Taoism, Like 
Confucianism, it came from Ching The Chi- 
nese, you know, ruled Viet Nam a thousanel 
years.” 

T asked about the national costume that 
helped the women look so self-assured, =t 
feminine: wispy trousers under a long-sleeved, 
high-necked dress slit to the hips (page 455), 
I rarely saw the same pattern twice, hut the 
cut never varied. Ancient Chinese?

The nane mein 
Big Market | had seen the endless stalls 
along the streets and riverside piers. lighted 
past midnight by gusoline lamps. Fish, fruit, 
and Chinese condiments; hundreds of pain 
of ¢hoes, hundreds of combs, hunererls of 
vans of rope.

Bamboo Sticks Predict the Future 


Next morning | visited the Temple of Mar- 
shal Le Van Duvet, a Vietnamese military 
hero contemporary with Napolean. That day 
100,000 Saigonese besoucht his benevolent 
spirit for favors and omens (page 452). 

Men and women prostrated themselves on 
carpets, bowing again and again, Rattling 
noises came from the boxes each was shaking 
—until one of many tuemboo sticks fell out of 
the box to the carpet. The sticks carrie 
numbers, corresponding to the numbers on 
colored slips stacked in an wijotning hall 
Fach stick was a key to the future. 

“If yqu get a number you don't like, put the 
stick back and try again,” said my interpreter, 
La. Neuven Quoc Hung of the Air Force. 

How did one know what sumber to like? 
"Didn't vou-see the fortune teller outside?” 
Lievtenant Hong asked. 1 got my box, my 
stick, and my slip with predictions, [ was 
going to be very lucky 

On the third dav of Tet the Vietnamese 
family bids goodbye to the ancestors. Liew- 
tenant Hung took me to see the ceremony per- 
formed by his grandfather, This venerable 
man praved before the home altar and burned 
gold leaf in the vare, so that the departing 
spirits would have money. 

Then. he invited me to the holiday feost:

Said President Neo Dink Diem: “Faced by

A presidential adviser elaborated: “We are 
Victims Of ourown siccess. When the French 
pulled out and the Communists took over the 
northern half of Viet Nam, nobory thought 
we in the south could last long We hac no 
trained uciministrators, but we carried on. 
Nearly a million refugees poured in from the 
north. We abserbed them,* The economs 
was exhausted. We revived it. 

“President Diem has slapped the Coammu- 
nists in the face, and thev're desperate to do 
something about it” 

My frienct Dinh said | wouid find other 
reasons as well “Things seem rosy from Sai- 
fon, Now go te a village, Dont worry if the 
people con't look vou in the eve. Tt wouldn't 
be polite, And they don't shake hands. Thes 
think: that's barharic. So those American 
haundclasp stickers don't always make the 
point tteneced.” 

And so I drove south toward the Mekong 
Delta. with Marcel de Clerck, the Belgian 
chief of a United Nations mission, and te 
told me about the dragdn of Khanh Haw 

This village had the shape of a dragon, he 
saad, which meant prosperity for people barn 
there and sssured that their children wale 
become important men, But many vears ago 
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the French built a real that disturbed! the 
dragon, tving it down so that it could no 
longer do its good work. 

“That's geamancy, the Taoist influence, A 
canal is a dragon, bringing luck. A row is a 
tiger, amenace. [t makes sense. Water bring: 
life. Roads bring tax collectors wid soldiers. 

"Tn 1956 we wanted to cetublish an ecuca- 
tional center in the vicinity, to train teachers 
for all Viet Nam,” Marcel continued: “The 
hotables of Khanh Hau said it would be use- 
less to start anv project unless a canal were 
built first. For irrigation, | thought But no. 
Thev wanted to release the dragon, you see, 
to restore his power.” 

The villagers dug without pay, without co- 
ércion. “President Diem asked me how much 
money the canal had cost. I said none. He 
couldn't believe IL” 

Why hadn't the villagers lherated their 
dragon before? “Because one leaves things as 
they are, unless high authority orders other- 
wise, That's also the Taoist influence” 


Best Place to Sit on uo Drmgon 


In the house of the village chief of Khanh 
Hau we met notables in black robes ancl the 
associate director of the Fundamental Edu- 
cation Center, Mr. Truong Van Mui 

“Youre sitting in the dragon's head,” he 
scald. J ventured that this must be the best 
place “No,” said a village notable. “The best 
place ts the bell.” 

We visited the sights: the new canal, the 
tomb and temple of Khanh Hauw's must fa- 
mous son, Marshal Neguven Huynh Duc; also 
the Pagoda of the Thousand Happingsses 
with its Buddhist nuns. The nun I spoke to 
replied only reluctantly, especially when I 
irked her name: Hue Hanh— Blessed Virtue.

Lobbies were splashed with color— 
bright murals and mosaics. Textures were 
different; like peppers it a sauce, voleanic 
stones preserved a touch of hot volcano. 


Mexicun Hostesses Appreciate Lateness 


“You are o goest for dinner?” asked the

“This i a country without statistics,” he 
said.

But Senor Duran to 
the contrary, Mexico does have some statistics

Invasions Start wt Veracruz 


My own progress began « bitselftonscious- 
lv, in Veracruz on Mexico's Gulf coast. (See 
the ten-color Atlas Map, Mexico and Central 
America, distnbuted to members with this 
issue.) Many a famous foreigner— and many 
a Villain in Mexican history —has entered 
through this mellow port (page 511). 

Spain's danng Hernan Cortes was the first. 
(On Good Friday of 1519 he landed here with 
“the cavalry, infantry, anc artillery, on the 
sand hills...” Promptly, he founded Vera- 
cruz and its first government: “A gallows wits 
erected in the square of the town, and anoth- 
er af some distance out of it.” Then Cortes 
turned inland, launching hls conquest and 
modern Mexican history. 

The. legacy of colonial Spain «till haunts 
the mirrow streets and l7th-century church- 
es: On a low island im the harbor bask the 
ramparts of the fortress of San Juan de Ulia, 
notched Lhe a gunstock by tite and in- 
visions USS. troops under Gen, Winfield 
Scott cuptured the city in 1847. British and 
Spinish feels soon showed their colors here 
Loutrs Napoleon's French invaders estab- 
lished a beachhead in 1862; later they 
brought in their puppet, the Emperor Maxi- 
milian, And to Veracroe in 1914 President 
Wilson sent U.S, forces in reprisal for a 
harhor ineielent.

Humble Mexicans Enjoy a Reval View 


On Sundavs Mexico City celebrates. In-ad- 
tition to church ane family dinners, there 
are bulls te cheer in the world's largest ring, 
open-air art exhibits, folk-canece fiestas at the 
Palace of Fine Arts, and family excursions to 
the soo and museum in Chapultepec Park. 

In the castle atop Chapultepec Hill evers 
modem Mexican can enjov a reval and herve 
view. This was the summer home of Spanish 
vicerovs In the [8th century; later it became 
Mexico's national military school, In 1847. its 
young cadets became Los Niftios Fléroes, the 
children-heroes, defending this hill with their 
lives againet U.S. troope 

Then come the Emperor Maximilian ane 
his -ghimorous, neurotic Empress Carlota 
They turned Chapultepec Castle into a vo- 
luptuous Tuscan palace, and Carlota herself 
ordered a wide roudwav catved into the 
center af the capital | 

Rventually the roval couple took their <&p- 
urate, tragic roads, he to the town of Queré- 
taro, northwest of Mexico City, and a firing 
squad, she to beg help in Europe before she 
went mat Vel Cartlota’s view remains; from 
the terrace of her luxurious bedroom, humble 
Mexicans look down the Empress's rowdway, 
now the great urban boulevard called Paseo 
de la Reforma 

Weekday, workaday Mexico City has de- 
veloped enormously.” A metropolitan pap- 
ulation of 53 milion grows nearly 7 percent 
a vear, Factories ring the northwest part of 
the city with smokestacks. Husinessmen, who 
still prefer to go home for lunch, honk their 
way through four rush hours a day. Citizens 
perversely beet that “our smog is worse than 
in) Loz Angeles" Tt isn't, and when a shower 
hus laundered the air and refreshed the vear- 
round flowers, Mexico City remains one of 
the world’s mast beautiful spots: 


“Our building desien is better since the 
1057 earthquake,” explained my friend Hector 
Hinojosa Aosaya, a young architect, He re- 
members the disaster well, At 2:44 one July 
morning. Hector was awakened by the rum- 
ble of a strong quake. In the next few min- 
utes whole apartment buildings collapsed; 
more than $0 prople died. 

Before evening, Héctor was planning to 
prevent similar disasters Well-designed 
huidings hid tasily withstood the quake. 
For example, the National Lottery Building 
—which “floats” on a saucerlike foundation 
—had ridden through unscathed. 

"We eat copies of building codes weed in 
Tokyo and other earthquake cities,” Héctor 
told me. “We tightened quulifications for con- 
struction designers, We talked to men in the 
government” 

In six months a new code was in force. 
Now, with the cobble cleared) ane! hetter 
designers at work, new buildings are not only 
stronger but also hanedsonter:

Mexico's Pittsburgh, Thriving Monterrey Wears the New Look in Architecture 


Proximity to the border — 144 miles to Lurede, Texads— makes Monterrey a fatniliar over-

CEDAM hard been successfully exploring old 
ships in the Carthbean for the past two years. 
with the National Institute of Anthropology

Chichén Itza, however, presented on en- 
lirely different kind of problem. Don Pablo 
and his associates knew that a few vears 
earlier an expedition sponsored by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society had successfully 
used free-living equipment to explore gnoth- 
er cenote of Deibilchaltun, not far away.* 
Morcaver, six years before, the Frogmen of 
Mexico, af which Bush was-a director, hal 
organized with our consent an expedition to 
the sacred well, But he had come to the con- 
clusion that diving by itself could not succeed 
becouse of the murkiness of the water. 

Then suddenly things began to take shape. 
George M. Clark, head of the Vucatan Ex- 
ploring Society, who had helped CEDAM in 
its Caribbean work, talked with Edwin Link, 
the undersea explorer. Mr. Link, in studying 
the drowned citv of Port Koval mm Jamuica, 
had used a device he called an “air fiit."T 
Mr. Clark suggested that it might be adapt- 
cil to explore the cenote

De Landa reports that priests hurled other 
victims into the cenote while still alive, “he- 
lieving... they would come out on the third 
day, although they never uppearec| again.” 

Vielims were to intercede with the gurls, 
and the priests instructed them. concerning 
the requests. They were to osk for rain, gored 
crops, knowledge of the future, and, on or- 
casion, for relief from hurricanes. But at least 
one Canticdate refused to obey orders. When 
Lopez vietted Chichén [tea in 1552, he heared 
of 4 preconquest incident: 

“Holding a virgin for the sacrifice in. the 
said way and the priest telling her... to ask 
their gods...to send them good times, she 
replied that she would not say any such 
thing...sthce they were going to kill her. 
And the boldness and assurance of that vir- 
gin in her speech had so great an effect that 
they left her and sacrificed another in her 
place,” | 

[n addition to humans, the Muawa offered! 
nnimals to their gods (we found more bones 
of animals than of men). Jaguars, pumas, al- 
ligators, deer, gare birds—all were deemed 
worthy of Char. 

Often our work was slow and disappoint- 
ing. The alr lift sucked up a large stone, a 
part of the fallen temple; the plugged pipe 
collapsed, and repairs were tedious. 


Witeh Lurks in Depths of Well 


During such delays, | enjoved talking with 
Avelino Canul, an extraorilinary person (page 
552). Though his native tongue is Maya, his 
self-taught Spanish is good. He is s<ophisticut- 
ed about Maya superstitions, but well versed 
in Yucatan folklore, 

“People here do not swim in the sacred 
cenote,” he told me. “But 7 am not afriaict, 
When [ was.a bow 7 wears old, | climbed 
down this clifton vines: | swam here —and 
ne evil came to me” 

And what do the local Mava fear in this 
well of sacrifice? Some believe in Hechicera, 
a monstrous witch. “Hechicera was a4 pirin- 
ces who couldnot marry the man she loved,” 
Avelino explained “If people come too close 
to the cenote, Hechicera is supposed to take 
them into her cave and turn them inte alr,” 

Afuxeb are the titth people, compuroble to 
Ireland's leprechauns | had neiticerd small 
hute built in the cornhields, where the season's 


fret cars of corn are left to feed the alixx. “For 
such favors,” Avelino said, "the alux will 
rack wour hammock and push up your carn 
plants.” 

We could have used some alux ourselves: 
For exhausting davs the divers worked on the 
underwater tock pile, the ruins of the fallen 
temple, Moving heavy stones in the murk, 
they alten narrowly missed injury. 

When time and funds permit, these build- 
ing: blocks may be raised inte w restored tem- 
ple, Our ciograms should be useful. 


Studies Point to Future Treasures 


Taking stock of the expedition, we could 
write o long list of achievement. The air lift 
and divers had, in less than four months, 
helped provide the Government of Mexico 
with more than 4,000 artifacts. Scholars will 
study these apecimens for years to come, 
Furthermore, we had tester] new techniques 
af archeology. We had completed some busic 
stuciies of the cenote itself. Hydraulic engi- 
neers may now hind a way to pump this sink- 
hole dry —all of it, or part of it. We are cer- 
tamn that in the future — perhaps quite soon — 
the sacred cenote will yield an even. more 
duyyling array of treasures 

In the closing days the men made some of 
the most exciting finds: a wooden doll 
wrapped in bits of fragile cloth—extremely 
rare for Mexico, small rubber figurines: 
wooden spools with black mosaic decorations 
(probably jewelry for the ears): two beards of 
solid gold (page 555). 

In the last week the men brought up a fine 
bane-blade knife; its handle, elaborately in- 
scribed with givphs, wis covered with gold 
foil (page 552). Some dav we may determine

When 
he surfaced a few moments later, he proudly 
carried a trophy: the same Rolex. watch that 
Fernando Euan had Inst early in the expedi- 
on!

Can we say that this new pre-Zinjanthro 
nus find wos, in effect, a man? Mv answer is 
frankly no, we cannot We do not vet know 
enough about it, and puessing, of course, 4 a 
dungerous business.

First of all, we found stone tools of 4 ver 
simple though regular desien on this new 
living floor, and one bone tool that showed 
sian of having been used to work some 
substance, perhaps leather. 

The stone tools were certumly made by a 
“man,” according to our scentifiic dehnition 
involving a regular, sel pattern. There is no 
reason, moreover, to believe that the chile’s 
family did mot make these tools. Hut absolute 
proof is what we neve, and | can say nothing 
more definite until we have it 

[ said before that Ainjanthropus seemed to 
be the world’s oldest established man, «ince 
we see no reason to doubt that he made the 
tools at the site where we found him. Yet 
Ainjanthropus is closely related structuralls 
to the near-men, the australopithecines of 
South Africa: 

The new child seems to be distinct from 
those nearmen. | suspect it represents a cif- 
ferent ype ol hominid —! cdo not sav. man— 
with a slightly larger brain and with teeth 


which. though large, aré not like those of the 
near-tren 

The possibility exists, therefore, that there 
were two types of hominids developing side 
by <ide at Olduval in Bed | times—that is, 
wccording to our new dating results, about 
1,750,000 years ago. One of them, the evi- 
dence sugzesis, was lhe Amjanthropus type, 
a Near-man at feast in bodily structure; the 
other 4 creature who wast very, very print- 
tive, but in whose bones and teeth we con 
sec certain manlike characteristics dawning 

This. all [ can sav now is that the child's 
father was probehly a man in the tool- 
making sense. There is much more to learn. 
Lintil we uncever more fossil bones, we can 
not even <ay whether the child was a bower a 
pir 

Cine morning as Marv dug at the child's 
living floor, she exclaimed, “Another tor 
toise! Altogether too many beastly tortoises 
and cathsh, You'd think they would have 
Frown tired of them.” 

“Wes.” [| agreed. But | fouwne it interesting 
all the some. [t suggests that ot this very early 
time, our pre-4inj being was such a poor 
hunter that he found slow-moving Lorloises 
and shallow-water cathsh a better prospect 
to catch and kill than other animals

Indeed, this is one of the great differences 
between the living floors of the child and of 
Zinjanthropus, The child's contemporaries 
left behine great quantities of the remains of 
lorinises, cathish, and the relatively easily 
caught aquatic birds. 4injanthropus seems to 
have advanced to killing the juventhes of such 
animals as horses and antelopes 

But the subject of hunting brings up a new 
discovery at Olduvai, one that puts both Zinj 
and his tortotse-cating predecessor to shame. 
In some respects, perhaps, it was the most 
exciting find of allin 1960, for this tine there 
és no question that we are dealing with a 
true Man 

To understand the mpartance of this next 
discovery, which vou must remember is quite 
separate from our pre-“iin) child, we must go 
back more than a hundred vears, to 1846, 
when the existence of a Stone Age culture 
wie first rendrted. The culture was calle 
Chellean after Chelles, the site in. France 
where bt was first fowrnel, 

The amazing thing: about this: culture 
tvpifed by easily recognized stone tool —is 
that although evidence of it had been discorv- 
ered since 1846 over much of Africa, Asia, ane

southwestern Europe, no one had ever found 
the skull of a Chellean man.

From the carhest davs of our work at Ol 
duva, we bacl uwearthed tools of the Chel- 
lean culture at different Jevels in Hel I, 
the stratum immediately above Bel 1, and 
we knew that this widespread culture had 
evolved in Kast Affica

Jonathan, our snake expert, casually took 
the visitor by the tail and marched it out- 
side into # collecting baw The boomslang, an 
Innacuous-looking snake (page S75), is per- 
haps Africa's deadliest reptile after the Ga- 
boon viper, Strangely, the highly lethal qual- 
ity of the boomslang’s venom wis not recog- 
nized until early in this century, for its poison 
fangs are lodged at the extreme back of the 
mouth and only rarely does the snake get an 
effective hole, Fortunately, too, boomslungs 
arm mld temperecL [ can remember plaving 
with them as 4 boy of ten Ide not play with 
them any mere 

Lunch that day might not have becn quite 
so culm af the visitor had been ane of our 
spitting cobras. They can spray their venom 
a distance of seven feet on the level, and | 
have personally been blinded twice, for about 
aday cach time, because | fot too close. 

I do not mean te give the impression that 
ail our visitors to the camp are wild, for we 
frequently get visits from the Masai herels- 
men who drive their cattle through the gorge 
on their way fram one watering place to 
andther (oppesite),* They are always curtous 
about our work, but they do not seem to un- 
derstand it One dav | was demonstrating to 
Visiting scientists how our Stone Age man 
cracked animal bones toa get at the marrow, 
We were all squatting ina circle, hammering 
away with our stone implements. 

I was so absorbed in my task that 1 did 
mot notice the litth group of Masai that hac 
gathered near by to watch in awe. Thev 


apparently thought we were practicing some 
mvsticnl religious rite, an impression that 
wis scarcely dispelled when my dignified 
scientific colleagues: picked up the bones sted 
began to suck out the marrow. 

L have often tried to make the Masai wnder- 
stand how the stone tools we dig up were 
once used —that as knives and cleavers. 
They ure simply not convinced. Even our 
own African staff, not the technical assist- 
ants but the crews who do the unskilled 
work, Are not easy lo persuade. 

Last Christmas Eve, therefore, | staged 
a demonstration. | had ordered a ram to be 
brought to camp fora special staff feast, and 
instructed that it be delbvered with the hide 
still on so that | could skin and disjoint the 
carcass with stone tools, Incidentally, P first 
began making stone tools <ome 45 years agn, 
in the belief that | would never fully under- 
stand the prehistoric tool-makers until I 
could handle their implements as effectively 
as they cred. 

When the ram arrived, f gathered the staff 
around wid mace asimple Olduvai chopping 
tool with a few blows of a rock ugainst a piece 
af stone called chert. The process took bess 
than half a minute. 

Then, with this simplest of toals, 1 pro- 
ceeded to skin and cut up the ram carcass in 
about 20 minutes’ time My workmen were 
astonished, but their surprise was nothing 
compared ta that of Hol Sisson, the NATION- 
AL GEOGRAPHIC photographer who wae re- 
cording the event on film (page $87), | only 
wish Td had a camera myself to catch the 
look on Bob's face!
